Latest  Budgftf.  Cut.  Tnfr^nnntinn 

The  Library  Commission  will 
make  a  proposal  to  the  mayor  on 
April  2,  1991  to  reduce  the  fiscal 
year  1991/92  budget  by  $250,000. 
As  part  of  that  reduction,  chang- 
ing the  Glen  Park  branch  to  a 
reading  center  saves  $33,029. 
The  commission  is  considering 
many  alternatives,  but  Glen 
Park's  reduced  service  level  is 
still  among  them.  The  neighbor- 
.  hood  association  sent  letters  of 
concern  and  protest  to  the 
Commission,  Mayor,  and  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

On  a  happier  note,  we  announce 
special  programs  this  spring.

PoHce  Captain  Philpot  was  one  of 
several  speakers  at  our  October 
1990  Glen  Park  Association 
meeting/open  forum  discussing 
public  safety  issues  affecting  our 
neighborhood.  He  explained  that 
there  are  no  motorcycle  officers 
assigned  to  the  Ingleside  district, 
and  due  to  San  Francisco  City/ 
County  budget  constraints,  only 
bike  officers  have  radar  guns. 
So,  it  is  only  on  an  exception 
basis  that  officers  from  Ingleside 
Station  have  the  use  of  a  radar 
gun. 

As  Captain  Philpot  reminded 
residents  at  the  meeting. . .  he 
doesn't  want  to  stop  law-abiding 
citizens  when  they  are  five 
minutes  late  to  work.  He  does 
want  to  reduce/eliminate  the 
"race  track"  atmosphere  on 
O'Shaughnessy  Blvd.,  Elk  Street, 
and  Diamond  Heights  Blvd. 

It  will  only  cost  $2,000  to  have  a 
radar  gun  on  full-time  patrol  in 
the  Ingleside  district.  Join  us  in 
the  further  enhancement  and  de- 
sirabihty  of  living  in  Glen  Park,  a 
great  San  Francisco  neighbor- 
hood.

Proposed  Development 
Downtown  Glen  Park 

The  development  of  a  four  story 
mixed  use  building  on  the  north- 
west comer  of  the  intersection  of 
Diamond  and  Bosworth  is  being 
considered  the  the  owner  of  the 
property.  The  site  under  consid- 
eration consists  of  several  lots 
and  is  bordered  by  Diamone, 
Bosworth,  Brompton  and  the 
Tavern.  The  current  proposal 
would  replace  all  of  the  buildings 
within  the  designated  area  and 
would  also  effect  Kern  Alley,  the 
parking  area,  and  the  open  space. 

The  proposal  is  comprised  of 
commercial  and  residential 
space.  Planning  is  in  the  initial 
stages  and  is  subject  to  review  by 
all  local  agencies.  Presentations 
of  the  project  will  be  made  at  the 
next  Glen  Park  Association 
meeting  on  April  9,  1991  at 
7:30pm,  in  the  Glen  Park  Recrea- 
tion Center.  The  owner  will  be 
present  to  answer  questions.
